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GEN. BLISS ON DISARMAMENT 
The testimony of General Tasker H. 
Bliss, former American representative 
on the supreme war council at Paris, 
before the house naval committee, is 
an exceedingly 
interesting contribu­ 
tion to the discussion of disarmament. 
This is true of two reasons. The first 
of these is the fact that General Bliss 
is himself a military man of promi­ 
nence and high 
reputation 
and his 
declaration "in favor of disarmament 
proves that there are other military 
men besides General 
Pershing who 
perceive that 
disarmament has be­ 
come a practical necessity. The second 
and more important reason is found in 
the facts which General Bliss adduces. 
The general told the committee that 
he had already discussed the question 
of disarmament with French, British 
and Italian military leaders. He said 
that if the United States should issue 
a call for “a full, free and fair discus­ 
sion of reduction of armaments, the 
favorable response would be prompt 
and inevitable. 
“The nation that 
would come to such a conference,’’ he 
added, “and refuse to agree to any 
proposition 
looking to disarmament, 
or at least a reduction of its military 
establishment, could be written down 
as the next Germany, and the United 
States could make its plans according­ 
ly.” 
Those who regard disarmament as 
a vague, impracticable, 
unrealizable 
hope should take note of these words 
coming, as they do, from a soldier of 
high rank—from a group which has 
always up to this time decried and op­ 
posed every suggestion 
that the na­ 
tions disarm. 
It is equally essential 
that those persons, at the other ex­ 
treme, who favor some one of the has­ 
ty, ill-considered plans for disarma­ 
ment that have recently attracted at­ 
tention, take note of General Bliss’s in­ 
sistence that the United States enter 
no movement for disarmament, which 
is not based on a general internation­ 
al agreement. “If it were left to me,” 
he declares, “I would not disarm an 
American soldier or lay up an Amer­ 
ican ship until all the Great Powers 
had reached an agreement.” 
The kind of disarmament that Gen­ 
eral Bliss urges is not the Borah naval 
holiday kind. 
If such a conference 
as that which he suggests is called and 
its proceedings are made public, as 
he advises, it is extremely likely that 
a really feasible plan, taking in all the 
important nations of the world, wiU be 
worked out; and it may be regarded 
as certain that any such plan would 
include provision for the peaceful set­ 
tlement of disputes, because before 
the disarmament discussion had pro­ 
ceeded far, the necessity for such pro­ 
vision would be manifest. 


“CASUALS OF MISFORTUNE.” 
It is gratifying to note that the 
Vmerican Legion has gone to work in 
lamest to remedy a condition of aff­ 
airs which for the past year has been 
horoughly discreditable to the Amer- 
ean people. A determined movement 


has been undertaken to see that from 
this time forward the men who were 
disabled in the* service during the 
'great war are given the care to which 
they are entitled and given it prompt­ 
ly. 
The people of the United States 
want this done and the great majority 
of them are shocked and mortified 
that it is not being done now. 
The trouble so far has been the lack i 
of an efficient organization for giving 
attention to the thousands of cases of 
men who, as a result of having been 
gassed, or wounded, have developed 
pulmonary trouble or other diseases 
since they were discharged from the 
service and who are now in need of 
medical treatment. 
It is estimated 
that there are at least 15,000 men who 
are in this plight and by many the 
number is placed very much higher. 
Some of these men have families de­ 
pendent upon them. 
Well authenti­ 
cated instances are cited where men 
have tried for months to secure relief 
without success and the American Le­ 
gion Weekly tells of more than one 
case where the man has actually died 
before anything was done for him. 
It is a disgraceful thing that this 
condition should exist and all the more 
disgraceful because there is not the 
slightest excuse for it. The people of 
the United States are able and willing 
to furnish all the money that is needed 
to provide the best of hospital facili­ 
ties, the best of medical treatment and 
the best care and attention for every 
ex-service man who is entitled to such 
consideration. 
It is urged, that con­ 
gress should at once consolidate all 
the agencies which exist for the pur­ 
pose of dealing with former soldiers 
who require their country’s care, have 
one responsible head of this depart­ 
ment, and arrange to do away with 
the red tape which now involves end­ 
less delays in getting men looked af­ 
ter. Bills directed to this end are now 
before the house and senate and they 
should be passed as speedily as possi­ 
ble. . * 
The very last place to begin the 
practice of economy is in attending to 
the necessities of men who arb today 
sick and in 
distress as a result of 
wounds or illness contracted in the 
service of their country in the great 
war. 
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A BLOW TO CHARITY. 


Senator Reed attracted momen­ 
tary attention again by a character­ 
istic performance. Mr. Hoover, whom 
he hates, had charge of the disburse­ 
ment of the American Polish relief 
fund, and Mr. Reed declared that part 
of this fund was used lo conduct the 
Polish military 
operations. 
Colonel 
Grove, who was Mr. Hoover’s repre­ 
sentative in Poland at the time, has 
now pointed out clearly that this was 
not the case. The American supplies 
received by the Polish military author­ 
ities, he says, were purchased by the 
Poles from the American Army which 
was disposing of its surplus stocks in 
Europe. 
No part of the Polish relief 
fund was used to help the Polish army 
conduct its operations; it was all used 
for the relief of the suffering Polish 
people. 
One cannot help wondering wheth­ 
er Senator Reed, when he made his 
charge, stopped to think of what the 
consequences might be. 
The Amer­ 
ican relief work in Europe is still going 
on. Just at present a special appeal is 
being made, through Mr. Hoover, for 
Ands with which to feed the hundreds 
of thousands of children in 
Poland 
and other parts of Central Europe, 
many of whom will perish of starva­ 
tion if the American people do not 
continue to display the spirit of gen­ 
erosity which has led them to con­ 
tribute so unselfishly for the relief of 
the suffering in other lands. 
It is certain that Mr. Reed’s false 
charge will make it harder to carry 
on this important and merciful work. 
Some who read his statement that the 
relief money has been used to carry on 
war will never see the denial of it. 
They will believe that he spoke the 
truth and they will make up their 
minds to give no money to the Euro­ 
pean relief fund. It may be consider­ 
ed practically certain that Reed s as­ 
sertion will make the relief fund 
smaller by thousands of dollars than it 
would otherwise have, been—perhaps 
by many thousand dollars. 
When one considers what that will 
mean to the suffering children across 
the water, one would thing that Mr. 
Reed himself would make a public re­ 
traction of his charge in order to off­ 
set as far as possible the .harm he has 
done. So far, however, we have ob­ 
served no such retraction.

It is known, and I assert, 
that 
without that pledge and order by 
the county court—to Unit the pay­ 
ments from the bond issue to one- 
eighth part of the cost of 
each 
mile 
ct 
road—the 
proposition 
would have 
been defeated. 
The 
taxpayers of Sedalia and the 12 
mile district were and are willing 
to help within the one-eighth limit 
in the construction of the distant 
country roads, but they were and 
are not willing to have a larger 
part of the cost paid from the coun­ 
ty bond issue, soon to exhaust the 
funds and to leave the county court 
without the ability to help pay for 
the other portions of the county 
roads. 
It is urged, I am told, that some 
communities or 
districts 
beyond 
the Sedalia 12-mile road 
district 
will not or can not find or raise 
enough money to 
improve 
their 
roads, and that, the principal part 
of the $500,000 bond issue can not 
be used under the limits of that or­ 
der and pledge. If 
such are the 
conditions and probable results, it 
is to be regretted, but would be no 
excuse or argument for asking the 
county court to ignore and violate 
its honorable pledges and orders. It 
is more important to Pettis county 
o have honor and justice respected 
and upheld by the

than if is to have some miles 
of 
good roads constructed. 
If public 
officers violate their pledges, 
the
